so did Oenerul WashlnKton's secretary, 
Richard Vartck. Alexander Hamilton 
wrote a finer kand than any uf them, 
bnt neither he nor any of the othera 
could equal the beulty of Matlack'a 
capMbI letters and the clearness and 
symmetry uf his wrltliiK iis a whule. 

Matlaek Copied the Declaration. 

Fonumiti'ly. Matlaek »us still a 
clerk 111 Thomson's nrtiee when (he 
Peclanitien of Initepeinlence was or- 
dered to I'e entrroestil for final slf^na- 
ture, iinil tlie task of copying it was as- 
signed to hlrii. He copied from the 
broadside. "In Congreea, July 4, 1776," 
which Is reprodoced In the written 
Declaration in the same form of let- 
tering. 

It is not es^y tp identify the peninan- 
ahlp of a document like the Declara- 
tion, for the writer has written very 
plainly ant In rharacters of twice the 
Doniml size. Iiut some Inillvldual pe- 
culluritics iippcur ill this ii.s in all 
wrlllin;. \ few ynirs iieo stiiiie of the 
otlieliiis ill Itie liliriiry of I'ontress who 
knew «tlilt Miltllick Wlis the tiest I'en- 
man eniplojed hy Thomson nimle a 
coniparisnn of (othtmI Wnstiitik-iiins 
coniuilssion. which was known to have 
been written hf hltn, with the I)<"i'lara- 
tion. 

The first penillar letter In the com- 
mission Is the rupltal "N" In New 
Hampshire, and we find Its counterpart 
in "Nature's" In the second line of the 
body of the Declaration. The graceful 
flourish at the top of ~T" in the word 
In the commission is repeated in 
the second of the seotenree begliinlng 
•That" In the De<'lar8tlon. In the word 
"offer" In the commission there is a 
marked peoollarity In the double "f ;"

in the L>eclar«Moo; the whole word 
"Congress" In both document*— thoae 
and other details esublished beyond 
a doubt that the writer of the great 
Declaration was Timothy Matlaek. 

Although Timothy Matlaek lived a 
long time, he did not live long enongh 
to see the barm that befell the doco- 
ffleot he had written ao bandaomely. 
He and his contemporartea were proud 
of it, and their desceadanta have held 
it In reverence above all oth^ doen* 
ments ; and to satisfy the patriotic CO- 
rtoslty of the pe«ale who have wiahed 
to see It those who were its contodlana 
In past years subjected It to treatmept 
that did it irreparable injury. 

In 1824. ^hen John Quincy Adamn 
was secretary of state, a okllled en- 
graver, William J. Stone, made a cop- 
per plate facsimile of the Declaration. 
That is the only one that has ever been 
mode. It was distributed by order of 
I Mtitr.'ss antl Is funilllur to US all. It la 
a perfect reproduction in every partic- 
ular of the original dr>rument as It was 
when the facsimile was made, and Is a 
floe specimen of the engraver's art I'n- 
fortunotely at the time he made it pbn- 
tography had not been discovered, and 
Stone tmik an Impreaalon of the docu- 
ntent Itself, ami In dolBf ao CHMed off 
some of ^e ink.
